Bberiff Shepherd and Deputy IJuiiaway 
arrested him at the residence ut Boswell 
Hunter. 

When arrested he was <inietly picking 
a lianjo. He at tir^t resisted, but was 
overpowered and taken to jail. After 
reaching tta jail Uiheon was very quiet, 
and said the cauiie uf hi.4 shooting Lig- 
gODs was jealouHV. They began to quar- 
rel, and (iibaoQ shot hiiu five times. 

The lynching was done in a very qniet 
and basineas-Uke way, without trouble or 
excitement. Tbe sboriiirwaduotatthejail 
when the mob came, and uo resistance 
was offend. Gibson's only request waA 
to bis mother, but it was denied. 

The murder of Legun took place six 
miles west of here last Friday morning. 
The troublu grew out of a horse trade 
in which Gibson traded to Legou a horse 
on which wa« a mortgage to Dr. Taylor. 
Taylor, by i^roper stejis, took the horse, 
anu Legon went after Gibson, btit could 
not tinti him. Gibson was dodging, but 
when tbey met on Friday morning 
some unpleasant wurds were passed be- 
tween toem, when (iibson siiot Legon 
just above the hip, from the elTectji of 
whit h he died Sunday. 

Gibson was only twenty, but had a 
very bad ^putation. He was also a 
relative of Boh Bartlett. the desperado, 
who shot Dr. Oontia** wife some time 
ago. 

Frank Legon was a good, inanstriona 

citizen, an(^ was re<H.>nirv married. 

The mob was composed of about fifty 
men, all masked. There will probably 
be no attempt made to proseonte anj of 

them.
